Chamber of Commerce 
Endorses PISD Issue 


Passage of the $38,520,500 Plano 
Independent School District school 
bond election on October I has been 
urged by the Chamber of Commerce. 
The C ham ber executive board 
recently voted unanimously to en­ 
dorse the cap ital im provem ents 
program so that sufficient classroom 
space will be available for the ever­ 
increasing enrollment. 
“The past growth record of the 
school district is indicative that the 
30,600 student enrollment projected 
for May 1982 will, in fact, become a 
reality,’’ Chamber president Roland 


Dickey said. “Such an enrollment 
increase will certainly require the 
eight new schools that this bond issue 
proposes.” 
Dickey noted that citizen approval 
of past school bond elections has 
provided classrooms where they were 
needed. 
“The trust that the citizens have put 
in the School Board through the 
passage of previous bond issues has 
been upheld,” Dickey said. 
“We 
believe that trust can, and should, still 
be put in the School Board to provide 
the necessary educational facilities.” 


Taylor Claims Heat 
Caused Summer Rise 


Customers of Texas Power & Light 
Co. are paying only the electric rates 
approved by the Public U tility 
Commission in the company’s recent 
rate case, and only the fuel charges 
calculated 
in 
accordance 
with 
Com m ission rules and 
m onthly 
monitoring. 
The 
fuel 
payment 
explanations 
were offered today by TP&L m anager 
Jim Taylor, who said the higher bills 
of the summer can be attributed 
prim arily to the sum m er’s heat and 
the increased usage of electricity by 
TP&L customers. 
Taylor noted that the consumer’s 
total electric bill consists 
of twro 
parts. One is the basic charge for 
electricity and the other is the fuel 
charge. 
“ TP&L has to burn natural gas, fuel 
oil or lignite coal to produce steam to 
gen erate e le c tric ity ,” T aylor ex­ 
plained. “The fuel cost on the bill is a 
reflection of the higher prices that we

Fair Labor Standards Act, setting the 
nation’s first minimum wage — the 
grand sum of 25 cents an hour. 
Over the years, this has increased to 
the present $2.30 an hour 
Today, the House votes on a bill 
raising it to $2.65 next year, with 
subsequent 
annual 
increases 
autom atically geared to av erage 
wages. 
The House also was deciding how 
the minimum wage should apply to 
teenagers. 


The House Education and Labor 
Committee, which reported the bill to 
the House, noted that the minimum 
wage never has caught up with the 
goal of the 1938 act — to keep working 
people from poverty. 
At today’s minimum a worker 
makes $4,784 a year. For the head of a 
family of four this is more than $1,000 
below the poverty line. 
The minimum would have to be 
$2.96 today just to match the poverty 
level. The House bill wouldn’t bring 
the minimum above the poverty line 
until 1984. 
Some 52 million Americans are 
covered by the minimum wage law. 
Only about 3 million of these make no 
more than the minimum. 


Of that 3 million, two thirds are 
women and 17 per cent are black, 
although blacks are only 11 per cent of 
all workers. 
The proposed figure of $2.65 next 
year is a compromise between $3 
which the AFL-CIO wanted and $2.50 
which President Carter wanted. 


$186 million alone in 1976," Taylor 
explained “ To produce 3,000 kilowatt 
hours of electricity, we must burn 
about 5,000 pounds of lignite. 33,000 
cubic feet of natural gas or 230 gallons 
of oil.” 
As regards the basic charge for 
electricity, Taylor noted that 
the 
Public Utility Commission granted 
the company an overall 11.8 percent 
increase in its rates-that is, its basic 
charge for electricity. 
At the sam e time, the Commission 
instructed the company to establish 
“ flat’’ rates for future residential 
electric charges. 
While these “ flat" rates resulted in 
an average increase of 2.52 percent, 
the rates for specific groups of 
residential customers ranged from an 
actual decrease for low users in the

How many men and women, locally, 
have taken that step and are now' their 
own bosses? 
In this county, the latest figures 
indicate that the proportion of the 
w orking population that is se lf­ 
employed has been on the rise since 
1970. 
A pproxim ately 4,090 men and 
women in the area now derive their 
chief income from their own business, 
trade, profession or farm. 
They are the storekeepers, 
the 
doctors, the farm ers, the barbers, gas 
station operators and the like. 
What this means, in term s of the 
total number of employed people in 
Collin County, is that close to 9.8 
percent of them are self-employed. 
The proportion is somewhat greater 
than in many parts of the country. The 
U.S. average is 8.6 percent. 
Throughout the nation as a whole, in 
line with the overall increase in the 
population, there has been a growth in 
recent years in the number of non­ 
farm businesses. Offsetting this rise,

“The rate increase is a factor in the 
higher electric bills,” Taylor sum ­ 
marized. “ But the m ajor reason is the 
unusually hot weather covering an 
extended period of time 
“TP&L customers have used more 
electricity and the company has had 
to utilize more costly fuel to meet

number of farm operators 
The Bureau of l^abor Statistics 
reports that there are now more than

Many of those who have set out on 
their own in the last few years had 
been out of work for a long time and 
had become tired of waiting for jobs to 
materialize. 
Whatever the reasons for entering 
self-employment, the fact rem ains 
that more and more Collin County 
residents are entering the field each 
year.

“ Many homeowners are asking 
questions about methods of curtailing 
their energy consumption,” says Jean 
Carlton, 
County Extension Agent, 
Home Economics. “Just as a home 
must fit a fam ily’s needs and wants, 
so, 
too, 
m ust 
the 
m ethod 
of 
weatherizing the home be an in­ 
dividual decision.” 
Judy and Jim Johnson, 2804 Aspen 
Court West, Plano, for example, have 
already implemented several energy 
saving techniques. The tem perature 
setting of the air conditioner 
is 
maintained at 78-80 degrees; 
the 
children know to close the door im­ 
mediately when entering or leaving 
the house; small kitchen appliances 
and the charcoal grill are used instead 
of the range or oven; caulking and 
weather-stripping have been installed 
to reduce infiltration; a circulating 
pump has been removed from the 
water heater; the radio and T V. do 
not stay on all day; closet doors are 
closed so as not to be heated or cooled 
like the living spaces. These m easures 
have enabled the Johnsons to have a 
low base utility bill, yet they were still 
seeking additional means of curtailing 
their energy consumption. 
When a businessman gave the 
Johnsons an estim ate in the thousands 
of dollars to increase the energy ef­ 
ficiency of their home. Judy began to 
research the alternatives and cost 
efficiency of these alternatives She 
contacted several impartial sources, 
i.e. someone who was not selling a 
product, such as the local utility 
company and the County Extension

their present one is operating. 
In examining the glass area, the 
Johnsons have only two west windows 
and the south windows are covered by 
a porch In that these areas receive 
the most ultraviolet rays, the John­ 
sons have “ black out” curtains on the 
west windows. 
Possibilities 
for 
protecting the south windows include 
installing reflective film or planting 
some deciduous trees that 
would 
provide shade in the sum m er but 
allow the sun to shine in in the winter 
due to foilage loss. 
The Johnsons have already taken 
several m easures to cut down on air 
infiltration, such as weatherstripping 
at doors and caulking around the 
windows Additional m easures could 
be taken to install a fireplace cover or 
fan to reduce heating and cooling loss. 
Whereas the installation of 
ad ­ 
ditional insulation in the walls seemed 
somewhat im practical, the Johnsons 
began to explore their ceiling in­ 
sulation needs. Judy found that she 
had from 6 
o 8 inches of loosefill 
fiberglass 
in 
her 
attic 
Loosefill 
fiberglass had been blown in over the 
stairway and had since settled to the 
bottom of the sloped ceiling area 
The Johnsons then began to ask 
some questions such as “ How much 
insulation do we need9 What kinds of 
insulation are available9 “ Can in­ 
sulation be added satisfactorily to our 
existing hom e9” 
The amount of insulation needed is 
measured in term s of the R value, a 
number used to show the resistance 
insulation has to heat flowing through 
it The higher the R value, the more

areas one can enter when making 
energy efficiency improvements for 
existing homes: D EER of air con­

In examing these 
areas, the Johnsons realized they 
should decide how much they could 
afford to spend, how long they would

resistant is the insulation. 
The current recommended 
amount of insulation 
for 
North Central Texas is R26 
in the ceiling, R19 in the wall 
and R13 in the floor. Because 
the m ajor heat loss and gain 
is in the attic, the Johnsons 
decided it would be more 
cost efficient to begin in this 
area. 
Insulation 
should 
be 
bought or compared by the R 
value, 
ra th e r 
than 
the 
thickness. The three most 
frequently 
used types 
of 
insulation are fiber glass, 
rock wool and cellulose. One 
inch of loosefill fiberglass 
has an approximate R value 
of 2.2. Knowing this, the 
Johnsons could figure that 
they had anywhere from R13 
to RIB in their attic. This 
definitely fell short of the 
recommended R26.

The insulation may be 
made of a m anufacturing 
wood residue, wastes or part 
consum er 
w astes. 
A 
cellulose fiber insulation 
should 
be 
treated 
with 
chemicals such as borax, 
dry boric acid and am ­ 
m onium 
su lfate. 
These 
chemicals are water soluble 
and under high attic tem ­ 
perature may turn to a 
gaseous form and leave the 
cellulose insulation. 
When 
buying this type of m aterial, 
consumers need to be sure it 
meets Federal Specification 
HH I-515C. Bags and con­ 
tain ers 
will

clearly 
labeled if they do. Boric acid 
in combination with am ­ 
m onium 
su lfate 
or 
aluminum sulfate will deter 
fungal growth, rodent and 
verm in.

cellulose insulation, because 
of size, will fill small spaces 
more consistently than rock 
wool or glass fiber when 
blown in. An R value of about 
3.6 per inch can be expected. 
The density changes the R 
value, therefore the density 
should 
be 
carefully

trolled during installation. 
Although these are the 
three most frequently used 
types of insulation, con­ 
sumers may find some more 
readily av ailab le on the 
m arket 
than 
others. 
A 
decision must also be made 
as to whether to use the batts 
or loosefill. 
Another factor to consider 
in installation of insulation is 
who is going to do it? Of

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Just what is a ground plane antenna? 
A ground plane antenna is a vertical antenna that uses an artificial ground usually con­ 
sisting of 4 aluminum rods extending away from the center quarter-wave antenna element. 
This type of antenna radiates equally well in all directions and is called omnidirectional. The 
purpose of the ground plane elements (sometimes called radials) is that it lowers the angle of 
radiation and increases communications range. It is the most common base station CB an­ 
tenna. 
How does a “ beam-tvpe” antenna increase radiated power? 
It really doesn’t. What it does do is redistribute the available radiated radio frequency 
energy in a specific direction so that it effectively increases power. You can’t get something 
for nothing! A beam antenna can easily redistribute your 4 watt output so that it has the same 
effect as a transmitter 5 times or more powerful. But the gain is only in a smaller con­ 
centrated area. The other directions have very little radio power reaching them. Antenna 
gain is calculated in decibels (db.) and every 3 db. of gain effectively doubles your output 
power A good beam type antenna can have a gain of 9 db. or more. When shopping for this 
type of antenna, pay close attention to this gain factor in db. The best (and only legal way) for 
a CB’er to effectively increase output power is through the use of this type of antenna. 


How high can I put my CB antenna? 
It depends on the type of antenna. Vertical ground plane antennas can be installed at a 
height not to exceed 60 feet at its tallest point. Beam type antennas are limited to 20 feet 
maximum height above ground or 20 feet above an existing structure. This existing structure 
can not be a tower or mast unless it is licensed to another radio service. It is a little known fact 
that “ hams” with amateur radio licenses are allowed to mount beam-type CB antennas on 
their “ ham” tower but may not exceed the tower height or 60 feet above ground level. 
The rules may change shortly, however, as the FCC in rewriting Part 95 which governs the 
Citizens Radio Service has just proposed new antenna height rules which will allow both 
vertical and directional (beam) antennas to be 30 feet above an existing structure or 60 feet 
above the ground. This is NOT in effect yet....it is just a proposal. While increasing antenna 
height will increase your signal level, doubling your height will not double your signal 
strength or communications range. 


What kind of range can I expect from my CB radio? 
Perhaps the most common CB question and a very difficult one to answer. Actually it could 
be anything from just a mile or so to thousands of miles. It depends on a lot of factors such as 
type, height and efficiency of your antenna, terrain, atmospheric conditions, etc. On the 
average, you can expect a reliable ground wave mobile to mobile communications range of 3 
miles, base to mobile distance of up to IO miles, and base to base using ground plane antennas 
of about 15 miles. ..with beam type antennas the distance could increase to 20 miles. Other 
stations on the same channel within your radio range could interfere with your signal and 
reduce distance accordingly. When ionospheric conditions are right and ionoized layers form 
in the upper atmosphere at certain heights, radio signals can bounce off these affording radio 
contacts over thousands of miles, (“ skip” ) It is illegal for CB’ers to communicate with 
stations more than 150 miles away since the Citizens Radio Service is intended for short range 
use. 


How important is antenna location? 
It all depends on how much of a “ purist” you are. Objects near your fixed antenna (such as 
buildings, trees, etc.) can absorb energy that could be radiated. Furthermore, they can 
distort your antenna’s radiation pattern. This means that R F energy may not reach areas 
that it might if the antenna was in the open. As a general rule, you should have nothing within 
a quarter wavelength (about ten feet) of your antenna and preferably more. This is par­ 
ticularly true of metal objects. 
A mobile antenna’s location is very important. It is best to locate the antenna in the center 
of the automobile roof so as to have as much car metal under it. The car becomes the ground 
•plane and greatly affects the directional pattern of your signal. It also raises the antenna to 
the desireable highest location on the car.

To 
evaluate 
Plano 
resid en ts’ 
attitudes and 
opinions in respect to the 
city’s school district, several 
questions were devoted to 
s o l i c i t i n g 
c o m m e n ts 
regarding schools.

determine if Plano residents 
are 
satisfied 
with 
the 
education provided by the 
schools, and if they are 
unsatisfied, 
what

provement in the system 
they would suggest 
First, a difference exists in 
the 
use of schools 
by 
longterm and new residents 
Fifty-nine percent of the 
longterm residents have 
children currently enrolled 
in Plano schools; 42 percent 
of the respondents moving to 
Plano within the past year 
have children in school 


As previously mentioned,

higher 
incidence 
of 
childless households exists 
among the new residents. 
This largely accounts for the 
difference between the two 
market segments 


With respect to age of the 
children, terms of school 
age,

cluding the open classroom 
concept, team teaching and 
others. 
A probable reason for the 
quality of 
the teach ers 
receiving m ore attention 
than 
any 
of 
the other 


strengths mentioned is that 
teachers, 
more than any 
other sector of the school 
system, have direct contact 
with the parents. 


P arents evidently p e r­ 
ceive the teachers as highly 
qualified and hold them in 
esteem. Beyond these two 
considerations the emphasis 
given to 
benefits of the 
school district varybetween 
the two market segments. 


New 
residents 
place 
greater emphasis on 
the 
neighborhood school policy 
(20 percent) as compared to 
only five percent of the 
longterm residents. 
The 
longterm resident 
gives 
higher value to the overall 
system being very good (28.6 
percent). 
Given the extremely high 
satisfaction level with the 
PISD, areas suggested for 


improvement are minimal. 
The 
overriding 
im ­ 
provem ent suggested 
is 
returning 
to 
traditional 
teaching m ethouds, m en­ 
tioned frequently, however, 
by the longterm residents 
rather than new residents. 
Second-ranking in 
im ­ 


provem ents suggested is 
more imphasis given to the 
individual student. Although 
each of these comments are 
worthy of consideration, 
caution should be taken in 
attaching undue weight to 
these criticisms given the 
small base of respondents 


suggesting 
improvements. 
In summary, the reputaion 
of the PISD serves not only 
as a high motivational factor 
of moving to the community, 
but the school district is 
realizing the demand s 
placed upon it in providing a 
quality education.
